for sabotage.... 

And so I got home and wrote 
you this story. 
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laid down by Himmler that a 
suspect should know when he is 
under suspicion. 

Let them all, every one of them, 
wonder whether it will be their 
turn next! Kaltenbrunner is just 
the man to enjoy watching his 
friends fidgeting in his company, 
seeing the perspiration on their 
foreheads as they wonder whether 
he has already marked thêm down 
for elimination.

sistance is crumbling fast over a 
front of more than 600 miles and 
our Allies’ great offensive, 
launched from Stalingrad on the 
Volga, bids fair to reach the Dnie- 
per and, perhaps, beyond it.

It seems to your correspondent, 
however, that the plea of “ national 
unity” is wearing rather thin 
when it comes to debates of this 
kind. 

For there were certainly many 
Conservatives with “rebel” sym- 
pathies; among them Mr. Quintin 
Hogg, who dared to tell the 
Government in plain words: “If 
you do not give the people social 
reform, the people will give you 
social revolution.” 

Few, if any, of the pro-Plan 
Tories actually voted for the 
amendment, but it cannot be 
doubted that the large Govern- 
ment majority included many 
unéasy and dissatisfied men, who 
sacrificed personal opinion to the 
“national unity” call. 

And, when all is said and done, 
the adverse vote was the biggest 
yet recorded against the present 
Government. It may well mark 
the end of the Party truce, and it 
has placed the Labour Members 
of the Cabinet in a difficult 
position. 

No doubt this minor political 
crisjs will be resolved, but it would 
never have arisen if there had not 
been a very strong feeling, both 
in Parliament and in the country, 
that the Beveridge Report had 
come as a test of the Government's 
intentions to secure this country 
against want in our time.

First of all, we are not to have 
a Ministry of Social Security, and 
this is the more disappointins 
because Sir William’s main idea 
was to co-ordinate all the social 
services under a single direction 
and to pay for them by a single 
contribution. 

Mr. Morrison suggested that we 
were all “too grown up to want to 
establish an empty shell with 
‘Ministry of Security’ on the 
door.” But why should it have 
been an empty shell? 

Surely a bold and clever man— 
Sir William was suggested for the 
job, though I do not know 
whether he would have taken it 
on—could have done invaluable 
preparatory work with even a 
small staff of expert assistants. 

If not, how is it that the Gov- 
ernment so recently set up its 
new Ministry of Town and Coun- 
try Planning, which will have to 
contend with exactly the same 
kind of departmental overlapping 
as a Social Security Ministry 
would have to do? 

In any case, the new Ministry

Finally, and this gives rise to 
more serious anxiety than anv 
other part of the Government's 
whittled-down programme—unem- 
ployment and disability benefits 
are still to be subject to some kind 
of time limit. 

One can only conclude from Sir 
John Anderson's statement in this 
connection that the poor fellows 
who are unlucky enough to be out 
of work too long will have to rely 
on the assistance boards again and 
accept whatever “dole” is offered 
to them after a means test. 

Will the people of this country, 
including the Service men who 
come back from the war after it is 
won. ever be ready to admit that 
we can afford no more than that? 

It is. a question which this 

yovernment or some other will 
certainly have to face one day 
Meanwhile we must perforce 
accept the poor half-loaf of 
present concessions as better than 
no bread.

NE of the curious things 

Orn the long, slow history 

of social progress is that 

reforms never cost so much as 

their opponents fear they will do.

In this country today I am con- 
vinced that reaction is motivated 
as much by stupidity as by greed.

Even in “the Upper House,” 
which, as a body, has so long and 
so consistently championed the 
interests of “the upper classes,”

tendency towards progress and 
social justice. 

Moreover, there are many peers 
today who have the courage of 
their progressive convictions, 
many lords so liberal-minded that 
they might deserve a. place in an 
elected Senate even if their titles 
were no longer a sufficient pass- 
port to Parliament. 

And it is significant that, while 
the Government was whipping its 
supporters into discipline. Lord 
Southwood, in that august 
assemblage which fears no whip, 
was advocating the pressing 
claims of youth with a generosity 
and breadth of vision which Sir 
William Beveridge himself could 
not have bettered. 

Nevertheless, part of Lord 
Southwood's design for youthful 
living depended upon the adoption 
of “a comprehensive free State 
medical service,” or, if the Beve- 
ridge Report did not go through, 
“the setting up of some form of 
health service primarily for the 
adolescent.”

HAT Lord 
stressed particularly 


was the need for a 
national policy which would give 
our young people every possible 
opportunity—without regimenta- 
tion—to live full and useful and 
happy lives and to develop natur- 
ally into good and intelligent 
citizens. 

He hoped that the new Educa- 
tion Bill would raise the school- 
leaving age to sixteen at once 
and that provision would be made 
as speedily as possible for better 
schooling and for the abolition of 
hopelessly unwieldy classes of 
from forty to fifty pupils. 

Lord Southwood was also con- 
cerned for the welfare of young 
people “in the difficult formative 
years from fourteen”—when so 
many of them now leave school— 
to adult age. He felt, and the 
House clearly felt with him, that 
the nation could no longer afford 
to let so much of this precious 
youth drift into dead-end jobs.

ample facilities for recrea- 
tion, and he saw in the hutments 
and hostels and workshops which 
have been erected during the war 
“a priceless asset to develop as 
holiday camps for the advantage 
of youth in post-war days.” 
Here, in short, was presented a 
programme from which no honest 
and kindly person could dissent. 
There was none who did so in the 
House of Lords and the Earl of 
Selborne, replying for the Govern- 
ment, said that all- were. agreed 
that “the best this country can 
afford” should be placed at the 
service of the rising generation. 
This kind of debate and this 
kind of attitude towards it illus- 
trates the strong and general de- 
sire to build “ the better world ” of 
all our hopes. Heaven forbid that 
these hopes should be thwarted 
merely because timorous poli- 
ticians are afraid we shall never 
be able to afford their fulfilment!

They bring tragedy into many 
homes, and considerably damage 
our war effort by causing reduced 
efficiency and wasted hours. 


2. Ignorance and secrecy are highly 
dangerous. Only from a plain and 
frank statement of the facts can we 
all know what these diseases are, 
how they are spread, how they can 
be avoided and how and where 
they can be cured. 


3. The two principal venereal dis- 
eases are syphilis and gonorrhea. 
They are caused by quite different 
living organisms or germs. 


4. Syphilis is a dangerous, a killing 
disease. If not treated early and 
thoroughly by a doctor it can cause 
serious mutilation, heart disease, 
paralysis, and insanity, any of which 
may be fatal. Syphilis can be passed 
on to an unborn child from its 
mother and (unless skilled treatment 
is given early in pregnancy) is one 
of the causes of blindness, deafness, 
and mental defects. 


5. Gonorrhea, though not so dan- 
gerous to life, is more serious than 
is generally believed, and is one of 
the causes of arthritis, sterility, and 
chronic ill-health. 


é Syphilis and gonorrhoca are 
almost always contracted through 
intercourse with an infected person. 
The germs of these diseases quickly 
die outside the human body. In 
practice, therefore, there is no need
